Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of tlie appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gammie(5,029,207). 

With regards to claim 40, Gammie teaches a method for communicating 
among nodes in a networl< of communication nodes, the method 
comprising: communicating a descrambling key to selected nodes in a 
network (descrambling key or Key of the month); selecting a seed 
mask(seed memory contains seed); generating a first scrambling algorithm 
from the seed mask(inherently taught because the seed is used for 
scrambling the audio and video communications) ; scrambling a 
communication in the network using the first scrambling algorithm(col. 7 
lines 3-4); and descrambling the communication at the selected nodes, in 
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response to receiving the descrambling key(key of the month used to 
descramble signal) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-38 allowed.
